Ever since the end of World 
War II, most other zoo direc- 
tors. svpported by University 
naturalists, have been urging 
the Hecks to disclose details of 
the experiments which led back 
to these animals and give an ac- 
curnte list of pedigrees for all 
to see. So far, all that the Hecks 
have written to justify their 
claims is an account, in general 
terms, by Lutz Heck In 1952, 
and a laymen's iNustrated guide 
on sale at the zoo. WNetther of 
these satisfies thelr opponents, 
such as Professor Dr von Wolf 
Herre, of Kiel University, who 
stntes quite = simply: "The 
aurochs has never reappeared." 


MAIN ARGUMENT 


“The main argument against 
'he Necks is that the orlginal 
Male aurochs, pf which skeletons 
have been found, was a monster 
two metres (over six feet) from 
the top of its back to the ground. 


The female was always con- 
siderably smaller, The animals 
displayed os ourochs at the 
Munich zoo, however are rough- 
ly the same size as a normal 
cow. and there is oniy the 
normal difference {n the size of 
the sexes, 


Most scientists dispute 
whether it !s possible to bring 
the aurochs species to Ife again, 
The breeder must trace back not 
merely th: 300 years since the 
aurocha became extinct, but to 
the point In the remote past 
when the domestlc cow had not 
yet been evolved. 


In terms of genetics, a cow's 
characteristics are determined 
hy the 60 chromosomes, consist- 
Ing of genes, contalned in a body 
cell. If the breeder could 
reunite in one calf the chromo- 
somes and genes as they existed 
in the auroche tens of thousands 
of generations back he would, 
theoretically, have renewed tho 
apecies. 


But statisticlans compute thet 
it would take millions of generq- 
tlons and trillions or ev 
quadriliions of offspring befoze, 
by the law of averages, ond 
single aurochs might be born. 


Even then, it ls known that 
by the natural process of muta- 
tlon certain genes become cx- 
tinct Hf any of the aurochs 
genes, as Is likely, have become 
Jost In natural selection, it would 
be impossible ever to breed back 
to Che aurochs.

If, therofore, the Hecks, work- 
ing with a few animals taken

Bailey Challenges 
Legality Of 
Libel Proceedings 


“At the opening of his trial for alleged libel 
at the Criminal Sessions this morning, 33-year-old 
merchant, Albert Francis Bailey, challenged the 
legality of the proceedings againat him. 

He contended that the Attorney-General had 
no power to file ex officio information for libel 


against him. 


Quoting a legal authority, he said 


that this was only done in cases of such enormous 
misdemeanours as intended to endanger or dis- 
turh the Queen’s Government or to molest or 
affront Her Majesty in the regular discharge of 


her official functions. 


“Been the Atlorney-Genera! 
has not accused me of molest- 
wyoer in aty way insulting Her 
Roval Highness,” Batley declared, 

Bulley faces three charges of 
having maliciously — published 
defanimtory libel concerning twa 
rolleltprg, Me Peter HH, Sin and 
Mr Chan Ying-bung, and ao mer- 
chant, Mr Yee Shiu-kee, Two 
letters and a carbo copy of 
one of them whieh be is sald 
tu have sent to these three men 
in Apri were readin the 
charges, 

PROCEEDINGS IN ORDER 

Barley pleaded jusiities on, 
Me plended Net Guilty tw the 
charges, 

Atter lengthy argument by 
Batley and the Solicitor-General, 
Mr Arthur Mogton, QC, who 43 
y) Osceutlng, together with Crown 
Counsel, Mr DN, E, Resa, Me 
Justeooe J, Reynolits held that the 
proceedings were in order ant 
the trial carried on, 

As soon ns 
convened, Mr = Hogvton tne 
nounced that some 10 or 16 
minutes ago he had been bande 
by Bailey a plea of justification 
of 33 parographs on some six 
pages of typewritten script. 

Mr Hoototh declared that as 
some of the mattors appeared to 
be freah to him, he would re- 
qulre time, at some stage, to 
atudy the plea before he was 
called upon to cross-examine,

He read from oa book entided 
“Colonial and Ammo riean 
Attorney-Generals” where ou 
former Chlef Juathe of Hong 
kong was quoted os saying ‘lat 
he never exactly knew whit 
the functions of the Altorney- 
General were although he bad 
MMled that post; and his prede- 
cessor had sald that the Hong- 
kong Attomey-General did not 
have the powers of an English 
one, 


lailey contended that accord. 
ing to the book the Hongkong 
Attorney-General had no power 
to lay ex officio information. for 
libel, but the Queen’s Attorncy- 
Genera! had because he held a 
cummission under 4 signed 
manual, The Colonial Attorney. 
General held only oa worrant 
under the Governor, 


‘ABUBED POWER‘ 


“Even if we were to follow 
the laws Jn England ou the 
matter of ex oMficio Information, 
it will be found that the 
Attorney-General here again has 
ullerly abused his power," 
Balley declared. 

He produced anothes authority, 
Arethbold’s Criminal Proceedings, 
and read a ‘tion dealing wath 
the ustial abjectives of ¢x officio 
Information. Bailey read that 
this procedure was used properly 
In etrormous misdemeanours in- 
tended to endanger and disturb 
the Government or to molest or 
affront the Queen In the reguiar 

ucnarge of her official functions, 

Balley pointed out that even 
the Attormey-General had not 
accused ‘him = of molesting — or 
alfronting the Qucen. 

He sald that not in the last 
44 years had there been such u 
Ubel case and alleged that he 
was acrused oof a “fctiviuus 
offence,” 

He said that when criminal 
information for libel was latd 
then it wus universally acknow- 
ledgedt that it must be done right 
away, The legal authorities all 
seemed to be of the opinion 
dhut fer such criminal informa- 
tion to be laid the crime must 
be an erurmity and if it was 
not se then there was no need 
fur such information, 


DANGEROUS LIBELS 


Balley said that the three 
charges ayaynet him were, in 
reality, two charges for the last 
charge concerned a carbon copy 
of the letter in the second charge 
nud ‘both avore published at the 
same ‘time, He agreed, however, 
that they wore sent to two 
different persons, 

“These charges were formally 
taken against me at “the 
Magistracy and were dismissed 
with the cunsent of the 
Attorney-General on October 
27." said Balley, 

He went on ito mention the 
point of nolle prosoqui, but Mr 
Justice Reynol declared had 
nothing to do with the case as 
Bailey was not charged on tIn- 
dictment.: 

VEXATIOUS CHARGES 

Bailey continued =. "These 
charges are vexatious and from 
the authorities the Attorncy- 
General has no such power. He 
ls-using ex officio information 
as a writ of certlorari to remove 
from the Maglstrate to this 
Court to.hear that which he 
could not properly have com- 
mitted for trial.” 

Mr Justice. Reynolds called 


mitted that thero wus oa statu- 
tory provision that the practice 
of the Courts here was the sama 
as In the United Kingdom, In 
other words, if the practice in 
the U.K. wns to accept ‘informa- 
tlon filed by the Attorney- 
General for a misdemeanour, 
that applied here. The Attornoy- 
General was allowed to file in- 
formation as opposed to an in- 
dictment {or a mlsdemeanour, 
and the legislature of this Colony 
deliberately gave the Attorney~
